Catholic Church Founded 
by Christ 


Turn now to the pages of any reli- 
able history, whether written by Jew, 
Protestant, Catholic, or non-believer, 
and you will find that there is unan- 
imous agreement among all historians 
that the Catholic Church at least was 
founded by Christ.

the world today which traces her origin back to Christ. It shows that she alone 
was. founded by Christ while all other Churches were established by men. It 
brings into such clear relief that even he who runs may see that the Catholic 
Church with Christ for her Founder and Protector through all the centuries is the 
one true Church of Christ on earth. 

The vertical lines indicate the centuries of the Christian era. The horizontal 
lines represent some of the larger and more important of the many hundreds of 
religious denominations that have arisen during the past nineteen centuries. These 
lines indicate the duration of the various sects by beginning at the respective dates 
of origin, and ceasing when they disappeared. The width of the line. shows the 
approximate size of the denomination. 

It is to be noted that Protestantism first appears upon the earth in the six- 
teenth century, in contrast to the Catholic Church which had been in existence at 
that time for fifteen hundred years having been founded by Jesus Christ in Jerusa- 
lem in the year 33 A. D. 

Better than many a volume this chart shows in a vivid ini graphic manner 
the divine origin of the Catholic Church and reveals the basis of her claim to the 
spiritual allegiance of all mankind.

“What mission are you going to 
tell me about this week, Uncle 
Dave ?”’ 

“The story of the Asistencia of 
San Antonio de Pala, Jack.” 

“What does ‘Asistencia’ 
Uncle Dave?” 

“It is a chapel or branch estab- 
iishment of a mission. San Antonio 
de Pala belonged to Mission San 
Luis Rey. 

“The Asistencia is twenty-five 
miles northeast of the mother mis- 

—San Lius Rey. It is situated 
in a beautiful little valley encircled 
with tier upon tier of mountains. 

“The chapel was established in 
1816 by Padre Peyri to serve the 
large number of Indians who dwelt 
in that section. 

“He dedicated the chapel to St. 
Anthony of Padua.” | 

“Does ‘de pala’ mean ‘of Padua,’ 
Uncle Dave?” 

“No, Jack, ‘pala’ means shovel 
in Spanish and water in the lan- 
guage of the Indians. Some think 
that the name of the mission chapel 
became San Antonio de Pala be- 
¢ause the valley there resembles a 
shovel. Others think that the 
chapel really takes its name from 
the Indian term meaning water. 

“The ruined mission buildings, 
the old cemetery, and the separate 
eompanario, or bell-tower, present 
@ romantic picture well worth the 
long journey into the mountain 
valley.

“Are there any other mission 
Chapels, Uncle Dave?” 

“Yes, Jack, there are several 
others around Mission San Luis 
Rey. Santa Ysabel is, with the ex- 

ption of Pala, the most interest- 
ing. It is located near the Colorado 
Desert. For that reason it has been 
ealled ‘the Church of the Desert.’ 
Others were located at Santa Mar- 
garita, San Jacinto, Temecula, and 
at other mission ranches, belonging 
to Mission San Luis Rey.” °

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Navy. Hero, Noted 
Catholic, Is Dead 


Washington, D. C._—Admiral Wil- 

liam Shepherd Benson, U. S. N., 
retired, outstanding naval genius of 
the World War, and an eminent 
Catholic layman, died unexpectedly 
at this home here recently. His 
death was due to cerebral hemor- 
rhage. Prominent members of of- 
ficial and diplomatic Washington 
attended his funeral Mass at St. 
Matthew’s church here. Interment 
was in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, Va. Admiral Benson | 
was the first President of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Men, 
serving in that capacity from 1920 
to 1925, 


and enjoyed good health until a few 
days before his death. He was re- 
tired from the Navy in September, 
1919, after 47 years of active ser- 
vice, 


Born in Macon, Ga., September 
25, 1855, the son of Richard Aaron 
Benson and Catherine Elizabeth 
(Brewer) Benson, he was gradu- 
ated from the U. S. Naval Aca- 
demy in 1877, and was promoted 
through the grades to the rank of 
Admiral in 1916. During the World 
War, as Chief of Naval Operations 
he had full charge of all naval 
craft, and was responsible for all 
naval strategy and operations 
ashore and afloat. All fleets and 
vessels, including transports were 
moved by his orders. For his con- 
spicuous service in this connection 
he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross of both the Navy and 
the Army. . 


On April 11, 1920, at the Cathe- 
dral in Baltimore, Admiral Benson 
was decorated with the insignia of 
the military division, first order, of 
the Order of St. Gregory the Great. 
His Eminence James Cardinal Gib- 
bons conferred the decoration for 
the Holy Father. 


While serving as a midshipman 
at sea, Benson chanced upon some 
Catholic literature, and his reading 
of this was probably one of the 
chief factors leading to his con- 
version to Catholicism at Anna-

Bishop Gallagher 


Upholds Fr. Coughlin’s 
Sermons Over Radio 


The Most Rev. Michael J. Gal- 
lagher, D. D., Bishop of Detroit, 
said recently he would not inter- 
fere with the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin’s radio sermons. 

The radio priest’s utterances, 
broadcast over 21 independent sta- 
tions, have been the subject of con- 
troversy inside and outside the 
Church, 

Most recent criticism of Father 
Coughlin came from William Car- 
dinal O’Connell, ranking prelate of 
the Church in the United States. 

Father Coughlin declined to an- 
swer Cardinal O’Connell, referring 
all questions as to future broad- 
casts to Bishop Gallagher. 

The Detroit Bishop returned Fri- 
day from Havana. 

“T have no intention of interfer- 
ing,” Bishop Gallagher said. 

Critics of Father Coughlin have 
accused him of fomenting class 
hatred. 

Bishop Gallagher's comment on 
this was: 

“Christ was not setting class 
against class when He rebuked the 
abuses of wealth.” 

Last fall, speaking at the dedi- 
cation of Father Coughlin’s Shrine 
of the Little Flower at Royal Oak, 
Bishop Gallagher described the 
radio preacher as “the one priest 
who is bringing the encyclicals of 
Pope Leo and Pope Pius to the at- 
tention of the people everywhere 
in a manner that they shall be 
heard.” 

Pope Leo and Pope Pius were 
the authors of famed encyclicals 
dealing with social and political 
problems. 

“Neither Pope Leo nor Pope 
Pius,” Bishop Gallagher said Sat- 
urday, “has been accused of set- 
ting class against class in their 
encyclicals regarding the abuse of 
riches and power and the rights of 
labor. 

“Father Coughlin has said noth- 
ing stronger on these subjects than 
was said by Pope Leo or Pope 
Pius. 

“To accuse him of moenaniane: 
class bitterness is to accuse the 


Popes and to accuse Christ of set- 
ting class against class.” 

Father Coughlin said he planned 
to resume his broadcasts in Octo- 
ber. He was asked whether he 
would refer in the broadcast ser- 
mons to Cardinal O’Connell’s criti-

Dear Father: 

I am herewith sending you a copy 
of the Holy Father’s Encyclical 
which you will read to the people, 
in seven parts, during the Octave 
of the feast of the Sacred Heart.

The Prayer of Pope Clement XI 
known as The Universal Prayer for 
all Things Necessary for Salvation; 

Either a ten minute talk or addi- 
tional ten minute reading with peo- 
ple seated; 

Five Paters and Aves for the ine 
tention of the Holy Father; 

O Salutaris; 

The New Consecration to 
Sacred Heart; 

Tantum Ergo. 


On the other days during tho 
Octave services may be reduced to 
one-half hour and some of the 
above prayers omitted. 


I am assuming that town and.city 
parishes will have services in the 
evening in order that they may be 
better attended. In country par- 
ishes the services may be held in 
the morning if it would be mora 
convenient for the greater number. 


On Sunday, May 29th, pastors 
will announce these services and 
urge all the people to participate 
in them and to carry out the Holy 
Father’s wish in reference to com- 
plete abstinence from amusements 
during that week by way of pen- 
ance. In lieu of fast and abstinence 
people should be exhorted to attend 
week day Mass and receive Holy 
Communion, and it would be emin- 
ently fitting if one of these Holy 
Communions were offered for the 
intentions of the Holy Father who 
observes his seventy-fifth birthday 
on May 3ist. 


Let us priests, special agents of 
the Church, throw ourselves into 
the spirit of this public Octave of 
reparation with all our power, not 
omitting ourselves special works of 
penance in reparation. Each priest 
could offer a Mass for the Holy 
Pather’s intention as a Birthday 
gift. If priests who will do this 
will notify the Bishop in time, he 
will cable the Holy Father the 
number of Masses to be offered for 
him by our priests.

THE CALIFORNIA MISSIONS 
Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story 
of Mission San Juan 
Capistrano

“What are you Yeading, Uncle 
Dave ?”’ 

“The story, Jack, of a gentle and 
devout Indian maiden named Ma- 
‘tilda, who lived near a mission in 
the days of their grandeur. She 
loved to care for the sanctuary 
and daily brought fresh flowers for 
the altar. One afternoon while she 
was gathering flowers Matilda took 
sick. She died next morning just 
at the break of day. Of their own 
accord the four bells of the mission 


began to ring, tolling out, as it: 
were, the news of her departure. | 
Some say angels’ hands were ring- | 
ing the bells. Others claim ‘that! 
it was not the sound of mission 
bells at all that was heard ringing 
down the valley at dawn, but the 

bells in heaven, which rang out a 
welcome to her pure soul upon its 
entrance into the company of 
Pangels’.”’ 

“That’s a beautiful story, Uncle 
Dave. Near what mission did Ma- 
tilda live?” 

“Near Mission San Juan Capis- 
trano, founded by Padre Junipero 
| Serra, assisted by Padres Pablo 
Mugartegui and Gregorio Amurrio, 
on November 1, 1776.” | 

“That was the year of American 
Independence, Uncle Dave.” 

“Yes, Jack, and while on the 
Eastern shores the American Col- 
onists were fighting for freedom, 
Padre Serra on the Pacific shores 
was establishing the seventh link in 
the now famous Franciscan mission 
chain. 

“The mission was named in hon- 
or of St. John Capistran, an Italian 
Franciscan, who won great renown 
for his theological writings, his 
miracles and his Crusade against 
the Turks. 

“The mission dedicated in honor 
of this noble Franciscan flourished 
from the first and by 1786 there 
were over five hundred persons in 
the settlement. 

“On Feb. 2, 1797, work was be- 
gun on the great church, the ruins 
of which, today, attract artists and 
travelers that thrill at romantic 


ee. 
beauty. It was built entirely of 


sandstone quarried by the Italians 
some six miles away and carted 
on clumsy wooden wheeléd wagons 
drawn by sturdy oxen, 


“While the men were busy quar- 
rying and hauling the huge sand- 
stone blocks the Indian women and 
children were carrying in aprons 
and sacks of smaller stones to be 
used for filling in the crevices of 
the great walls which were from 
four to six feet thick, 

“For nine long years they labor- 
ed and the result of their toll— 
the magnificent stone church of 
San Juan Capistrano—was dedicat- 
ed on Sept. 7, 1806. The fiesta 
following the ceremony of dedica- 
tion lasted three days. Padres and 
Indians came from points many 
miles away to join in the festivi- 
ties and to congratulate the work- 
ers on their great achievement. 

But the joy of the builders was 
shortly turned to sorrow for on the 
Feast of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, in 1812, while the first Mass 
Was in progress, a great earth- 
quake occurred. Forty of the 
kneeling Indian worshippers were 
buried beneath the heavy stones 
of the tower and dome. 

“By some special act of Divine 
Providence the padres in the sanc- 
tuary escaped and forever after 
were looked upon by the Indians 
as wearing a miraculous halo of 
protection, 

“The great church was never re- 
built. Mass was held in a chapel 
ealled Serta’s church. This was an 
adobe building 120 feet long and 
but 17 feet wide. It was complet- 
ed in 1777 and was used until the 
dedication of the great stone 
church in 1806. After the earth- 
quake Serra’s church served the 
community once again as their mis- 
sion church. It is on the east side 
of the patio.” 

“What is a patio, Uncle Dave?” 

“The missions were so planned 


) 
that their buildings surrounded an 


open court—or patio—usually in 
the form of a square. Arranged 
around the patio at San Juan Cap- 
istrano were Serra’s church, the 
comm~nity kitchen, carpenter shop, 
the weavery, smithy, olive press, 
guard house and guest rooms. In 
ease of an attack by hostile In- 
dians the neophytes gathered in 
the patio for protection.

Chapter XXVII---Through Christ our Lord 


(By The Rev. Paul Bussard, 


Editor of the Leaflet Missal) 


HE Action of Sacrifice has the 

effect of raising us to God. It 
is the fulfillment of our Lord’s 
words, “If I be lifted up I will 
draw all things to Myself.” In the 
Action the homage and devotion of 
countless Christians is offered to 
God. 

All this wonderful work is done, 
not by ourselves, but through 
Christ, Who is the Mediator of the 
New Testament. We can scarcely 
forget this because every prayer of 
the Church concludes with the 
phrase, “through Christ our Lord.” 
The first words of the Canon are 
a prayer for acceptance addressed 
to God the Father, “through Jesus 
Christ, Thy Son.” Constantly, as 
the Canon continues, those words 
are repeated until at the end 
comes that marvellous doxology, 
“Through Him, and with Him, and 
in Him is to Thee, God the Father 
almighty, in the unity of the Holy 
Ghost, all honor and glory forever 
and ever.” And all the people in 
assent to that prayer, and as a 
sien that they have followed the 
progress of the Canon, answer 
“Amen,’—‘‘may it be so.” 


It is clear that these words do 
not merely refer to the merits 
which Christ won for us by His 
Sacrifice upon the Cross. They in- 
dicate that High Priestly activity 
of our Lord who is continually 
offering our prayers to God the 
Father, who “is always living to 
make intercession for us.” 

At a synod in Hippo in the year 
398 there was drawn up a law 
which directed that the prayers of 
the liturgy should always be ad- 
dressed to the Father. It directed 
us to pray not to Christ, but 
through Christ to the Father, 
“through God incarnate to the 
triune God.” This was but a repe- 
tition of the command given by our 
Lord Himself to His Apostles, 
“When you pray, say Our Father;” 
and “if you ask the Father any- 
thing in My name, He will give it 
to you,” 

In the early centuries Christians 
understood that Christ was truly 
the Way to God the Father, both 
in prayer and in fact. St. Peter 
urged good conduct upon them, 
“that in all things God may be 
honored through Jesus Christ.” St. 
Paul often wrote that he gave 
thanks to my God through Jesus 
Christ.” 

The fact that Christ is the Way 
to God is declared more clearly in 
those passages of Sacred Scripture 
which speak of the Mediatorship 
of our Lord. “There is one: God,

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Rome——May 31st Rome, Italy 
and the entire Catholic world will 
celebrate the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of the birth of His Holiness 
Pope Pius XI. 


Observances are being prepared 
here, in Milan, and in virtually 
every city in Christendom. Already, 
many massages of felicitation have 
arrived at Vatican City. 
The Holy Father’s birthday anni- 
versary comes just after the com- 
pletion of the first. decade of his 
Pontificate and, therefore, calls 
again to attention the glorious 
achievements of his reign. 


Achille Ambrogio Damiano Ratti 
was born at Desio in Lombardy, on 
May 31, 1857. He studied at Monza, 
Milan and Rome, and was ordained 
to the priesthood at St. John Later- 
an, on December 20, 1879. After 
serving as a professor in the sem- 
inary at Milan, he was made a Doc- 
tor of the Ambrosian Library there 
in 1888, and finally Prefect of the 
Library in 1907. Pope Pius X called 
him to Rome in 1911 to be Vice- 
Prefect of the Vatican Library and 
he became Librarian in 1914. 


Called “Librarian Pope” 


So great was his scholarly repu- 
tation that one of the titles still ap- 
plied to His Holiness, in addition 
to “Pope of the Missions,” “Pope 
of Catholic Action” and “Pope of 
the Conciliation” is that of “‘Lib- 
rarian Pope.” 

After having completed arrange- 
ments for the construction of a Ro- 
man Athenaeum near the Lateran 
Archbasilica, his Cathedral Church, 
His Holiness was quoted as having 
said: “With this I now consider the 
program of the initiatives to which 
I desired to give life terminated. I 
wish to dedicate the years that Pro- 
vidence may still have in store for 
me in preparing myself to render 
an account to God of the formidable 
responsibility which he has im- 
posed on me.” ; 

Most popular, perhaps, of the 
titles that have been attributed to 
His Holiness is that of the ‘““Aposto- 
lic Pope,” presented in the fullest 
sense that can be attributed to the 
Apostolate, namely, not only zeal 
in spreading Christian truth, but 
also in the high and solemn affirm- 
jation of this troth in the doctrinal 
work, in the disciplinary and hier- 
archical organization of the Church, 
and in the prestige and excellence 
of Christian life. 


Great Encyclicals Recalled 


This apostolic character shines 
forth in the admirable series of En- 
eyclicals that the Holy Father has 
published. In the first, the famous 
Ubi Arcano Dei, published on Dec- 
ember 23, 1922, His Holiness sum- 
marized as the program of all his 
work the “peace of Christ in the 
Kingdom of Christ.” A month later 
there followed the Rerum Omnium 
written to celebrate the third cen- 
tenary of the death of St. Francis 
de Sales and to name that apostolic 
figure as a Heavenly Patron of the 
Catholic Press. Other Encyclicals 
followed in the same year, the Stu- 
diorum Ducem to celebrate the 
sixth centenary of St. Thomas 
Aquinas, and the Ecclesiam Dei to 
celebrate the third centenary of 
the martyrdom of St. Josephat of 
Plock, of the Oriental Rite.

Pope Pius Warns of 


Growth of Atheism 


VATICAN CITY.—Pope Pius XI 


has issued an Encyclical in which 
he warns the world against the 
growth of Atheism and invites all 
of the Protestant denominations to 
join the Catholic Church in an at- 
tempt to put down the enemies of 


The Pontiff chided the nations 


for speculation, exaggerated na- 
-tionalism, egotism, unjust distri- 
bution of wealth, all of which he 
declared contributed to Atheism 
and Communism. To save human- 
ity, he said, the world must fight 
for God against the godless. 


To atone for its sins, the world 


must throw itself upon the divine 
charity of Christ, His Holiness as- 
serted, and he set a period of eight 
days, beginning from June 3 and 
coinciding with the Feast of the

“*The sinner’s sins will find him 
out.’

Canon 1875: The Church has 
right to establish schools of e 
kind, not only elementary but also 
secondary and high schools. 

Canon 1872: All the faithfu 
must from childhood be educate 
in such a way that not only a 
they taught nothing that is con. 
trary to the faith and morals, bu 
that religious and moral trainin 
take first place. Not only paren 
but those who take their pl 
have the right and the solemn dut 
to provide a Christian education 
for their children. 

Canon 1379: Catholic universi« 
ties are to be founded in province 
or countries where the existin 
universities are not imbued wit 
Catholic teaching and feeling. Th 
faithful should not omit to le 
their aid according to their ability 
in the establishment and support 
of Catholic schools. 

In our own country the Plenary 
Council of Baltimore in all threé 
of its sessions had declared: 

“We judge it absolutely neces- 
sary that schools should be estab- 
lished in which the young may bé 
taught the principles of faith and 
morality while being instructed in 
letters.” | 

It must be understood that w¢ 
are not taking into consideration 
predicaments that might arisé 
from financial or similar condi-+ 
tions. We refer to principles 
which only too often are violated 
by those who consider themselves 
excellent church members. 

Religious and moral training are 
of paramount importance, and nq 
amount of argument will be abl 
to acquit the guilty conscience tha 
boldly throws the laws of thé 
Church into discard.

This was done 
in order that all the faithful might 
think and speak the same things. 

Tertullian, in the Second cen- 
tury said of it: It is “a rule of 
Faith descending from the tradi- 
tion of the Apostles.” It is short. 
It takes in all the important and 
essential teachings. On this ac- 
count we should know it and al- 
ways recite it with proper reflec- 
tion. 

In our vacation lessons we shall 
dwell upon each word of each Ar- 
ticle. When we make our open 
and public act or profession of 
Faith we should also be able to 


explain the meanings of the words 
and articles. St. Paul says we 
should be able to give reasons for 
the Faith that is in us. 

So we are not expecting you to 
do very much heavy thinking about 
questions and answers this vaca- 
tion, but we do wish to keep your 
young minds alive and active re- 
garding the reasons and teachings 
of our holy religion. 

For instance, will you be inter- 
ested next week in finding out just 
what is meant by the words: “I 
believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Creator of heaven and earth”?

Child’s Bible History

They said they had 
brought all the money, but the 
Holy Ghost revealed to St. Peter 
that only a part of the money 
was given to the Church. St. 
Peter told them they had lied 
to the Holy Ghost. Ananias 
died immediately. Saphira, his 
wife, not knowing of the death of 
her husband, also reported falsely, 
and she was also carried out dead. 
God has punished their lies with 
death. They had pretended to give 
all, but gave only a part to the 
Church. 


This terrible example struck 
terror in the souls of all present. 
Many of these extraordinary mani- 
festations of the powers of the 
Holy Ghost and His protection 


lover the Infant Church, were 
‘necessary in the order of God's 
wisdom, in order to show that His 
Church was not human, but divine. 

It is a great evil to deceive or 
he to a fellow man, but a greater 
jevil indeed to break one’s promise 
ito God. An offering to God that is 
not made honestly and generously 
amounts to a broken vow to Him. 
Such hes to God are not consistent 
with the truth and simplicity of the 
Gospel. It became a sacrilegious 
fraud, and a stealing from God of 
what was promised Him. What har 
been offered to God and to His 
Divine service belongs to God by a 
twofold reason: first, because al! 
ithings are His, and secondly, be- 
cause what He had given freely to 
a creature had been consecrated to 
Him, and then sacrilegiously de- 
stroyed or withheld.
